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SAWYER  SCHOOL  -  DISTRICT  SCHOOL  #4 

Located  on  the  west  corner  where  Salem  Road,  Providence  Hill  Road 
and  North  Broadway  converge,  was  built  Atkinson  District  School  f/4, 
known  for  many  years  as  the  Sawyer  School.  This  one-room  building 
was  18-1/4'  X  15-2/3',  and  8-1/3'  high.  There  was  but  one  toilet, 
"out  back, "  (but  very  evident  from  within)  which  was  used  by  both 
sexes. 

The  building  was  as  close  to  the  road  as  possible  allowing  not  one 
inch  of  playground.  In  1872  it  was  remodeled,  repaired  and  refur- 
nished, and  was  in  constant  use  until  1916.  In  1915,  nineteen  pupils 
were  crowded  into  this  small  space,  heated  by  a  stove.  The  desks 
were  too  close  to  the  windows  to  open  them  for  ventilation;  the  open 
door  resulted  in  cold  feet  and  a  waste  of  fuel. 

In  the  fall  of  1916,  the  Sawyer  School  was  moved  into  a  model 
one-room  building  on  the  corner  of  Sawyer  Avenue  and  North  Broadway. 
This  building  was  later  remodeled  into  a  dwelling  and  is  now  occupied 
by  Robert  Jackson.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  year  of  1964,  all  culverts  on  Town  Highways  have  been 
checked  and  cleaned,  several  repaired  and  replaced,  and  4  new  ones 
installed.  This  work  was  done  to  relieve  hazardous  conditions  on  some 
of  our  highways. 

Brush  has  been  cut  and  treated  especially  along  the  school  bus  routes. 
Emergency  repair  work  was  doneon  the  Town  Bridge  on  Westside  Drive, 
lam  in  hopes  that  this  year  there  will  be  money  to  repair  or  to  replace 
this  bridge  properly. 

The  past  year  I  have  blasted  several  large  pieces  of  ledge  along  our 
highways  and  straightened  some  of  the  curves.  With  the  help  of  State 
Funds  I  have  corrected  the  corner  of  Main  St.  and  Meditation  Lane  and 
widened,  straightened  and  resurfaced  part  of  Sawyer  Ave.  to  correct 
the  hazardous  conditions  there. 

I  have  resurfaced  the  following  roads:  Newbury  Drive,  Upper  Maple 
Ave.,  Island  Pond  Road,  Westside  Drive,  Bluebird  Lane,  Summit  Drive, 
Juniper  Lane,  School  Driveway,  Fire  House  Parking  Lot  and  LeroyAve. 

Diseased  trees  were  removed  on  Maple  Ave.,  Willow  Vale,  Sawyer 
Ave. ,  and  Westside  Drive. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Townspeople  for  the  co- 
operation that  I  have  received  from  them  during  the  past  year.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

There  have  been  several  meetings  this  year  throughout  the  State 
in  regard  to  "The  Statewide  Library  Development  Program". 

Your  librarian  attended  one  meeting  and  received  written  mate- 
rials on  other  meetings. 

In  1961,  Joseph  Ford  and  Dr.  John  Holden  of  the  University  of 
New  Hampshire,  Department  of  Government,  submitted  to  the  State 
Library  Commission  and  the  Governor,  a  report  of  their  detailed  study 
of  library  service  in  the  State. 

This  report  analyzed  the  status  of  libraries,  pointed  out  certain 
inadequacies,  and  proposed  possible  solutions.  Governor  Powell  ap- 
pointed a  committee  of  60  persons,  including  librarians,  library  trust- 
ees and  lay  people  to  work  on  this  problem  of  improving  library  service 
for  the  future.  One  of  the  greatest  advantages  offered  is,  centralized 
ordering  and  cataloging  of  the  new  books  purchased.  Each  library  se- 
lecting their  own  books.  This  type  of  purchasing  would  permit  us  to 
receive  larger  discounts. 

We  will  be  hearing  more  about  this  program  and  if  anyone  is  in- 
terested to  know  more  about  it,  inquire  of  your  trustees  or  librarian. 

We  are  still  at  work  recataloging  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs. 
Rachel  Sanborn,  State  Library  Consultant. 

This  has  been  a  very  slow  process  but  feel  confident  this  will  be 
completed  in  the  very  near  future,  and  will  be  more  satisfactory  to 
our  patrons. 

Mrs.  George  Wright  has  served  very  satisfactorily  as  your  assistant 
librarian  this  year. 

TheLibraryhas  been  opened  Tuesday  1-3  and  7-9  P.M.,  Thursday 
1-3  and  Saturday  2-5  P.  M. 

The  bookmobile  continues  to  give  us  good  service.  The  total 
number  of  books  borrowed  were  5982  from  our  library. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  Mrs.  Wright  and  the  Trustees  for 
their  assistance  throughout  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

This  past  year  has  been  a  very  busy  one  for  your  Fire  Department, 
not  only  in  fire  fighting,  but  in  our  training  program,  work  parties  and 
other  activities. 

In  addition  to  our  regular  training  program  we  were  given  a  seven 
week  training  course  conducted  by  the  State  Fire  Training  Service. 

As  you  know  we  are  all  volunteer  firemen  none  of  which  are  pro- 
fessional firefighters,  therefore  we  feel  that  any  and  all  training  that 
we  receive  is  beneficial  to  both  the  individual  and  the  community. 

This  year  a  new  furnace  was  installed  in  the  firehouse,  radios  were 
installed  in  all  vehicles  as  well  as  a  base  station  at  the  Firehouse  and 
a  much  needed  water  hole  and  dry  hydrant  was  constructed  on  Maple 
Avenue,  thanks  to  the  people  in  that  area. 

We  were  given  a  2,000  gallon  tank  truck  by  a  very  generous  summer 
resident  and  hope  to  have  this  in  commission  this  coming  year. 

We  feel  that  large  sources  of  water  and  tank  trucks  is  the  solution 
to  our  water  problem  rather  than  the  small  water  holes  which  have 
proven  to  be  inadequate  during  dry  seasons. 

Our  Mutual  Aid  agreement  with  all  surrounding  towns  this  past  year 
has  been  excellent  and  it  certainly  is  comforting  to  know  that  there  is 
so  much  equipment  and  so  many  men  available  to  us  in  case  of  need. 

Much  recognition  is  due  the  members  of  the  Junior  Fire  Depart- 
ment who  have  worked  so  hard  and  earnestly  for  their  community.  In 
the  past  year  these  young  firemen  purchased  with  money  from  their 
own  fund,  a  1952  Chevrolet  800  gallon  tank  truck.  This  truck  is  to  be 
used  primarily  for  forest  and  brush  fire  fighting,  but  can  also  be  suc- 
cessfully used  for  house  fires  as  has  been  proven.  They  have  also  pur- 
chased all  their  own  protective  equipment. 

Our  sincere  thanks  goto  the  Firemen's  Auxiliary,  the  "Red  Net- 
work" operators,  our  base  station  radio  operator,  and  our  Department 
Physician  for  their  support  and  the  time  they  have  so  generously  given 
to  the  community. 

We  also  want  to  thank  all  the  townspeople  for  their  support  of  our 
many  fund  raising  activities  and  for  the  confidence  they  have  placed 
in  us. 

I  want  to  personally  thank  all  the  members  for  the  time  and  effort 
they  have  given  to  make  this  Department  one  we  can  all  be  proud  of.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Although  the  fire  hazard  in  1964  surpassed  that  of  any  other  year  in 
this  century,  Atkinson  continued  to  maintain  an  excellent  record. 
Again  early  detection  was  on  our  side;  and  again  credit  must  be  given 
to  members  of  the  Atkinson  Fire  Department  for  rapid  response  and 
efficient  suppression. 

Our  prevention  program,  however,  did  not  progress  as  well  as  in 
other  recent  years.  Several  persons  were  observed  burning  without 
permits;  and  in  two  or  three  instances,  persons  with  permits  were  un- 
able to  control  their  fires. 

Use  your  town  dump  as  much  as  possible,  especially  during  periods 

of  high  fire  danger. 

When  you  must  burn  and  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  ob- 
tain a  written  permit  from  the  forest  fire  warden. 

Know  what  you  are  doing.     Have  proper  help  and  equipment  while 

you  are  burning.     Tend  your  fire  until  it  is  dead  out. 

At  the  end  of  1964  Elmer  Conley  and  Robert  Hotchkiss  retired  as 
deputy  wardens.  Mr.  Hotchkiss  was  active  for  many  years  in  fire  pre- 
vention and  suppression. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  who  cooperated  with  our  prevention  program 
during  the  past  year  and  ask  your  support  in  improving  our  fire  records 
in  1965.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Planning  Board  has  met  regularly  during  the  year  with  almost 
100%  attendance  of  its  members.  Also  several  public  hearings  have 
been  held  relative  to  sub -division.  Most  of  the  subdivisions  have  been 
approved  as  having  met  the  minimum  requirements  of  the  code. 

Public  hearings  were  also  held  relative  to  the  establishment  of 
the  third  Commercial  District  in  the  Southwest  corner  of  the  town. 
This  proposal  met  the  approval  of  the  Townspeople  at  a  Special  Town 
Meeting. 

Further  Public  Hearings  are  in  progress  with  the  intent  of  clarifying 
the  Zoning  Ordinance.  These  pertain  to  a  limitation  of  the  number 
of  houses  which  maybe  placed  on  a  lot,  the  establishment  of  150  feet 
of  continuous  frontage,  and  to  alterations  to  houses  either  interior  or 
exterior  with  a  value  of  more  than  $500.  00.  The  Board  strongly  rec- 
ommends favorable  action  on  these  three  articles  of  the  Town  Warrant 
with  a  view  to  keeping  the  present  status  of  the  Town.

One  request  was  received  for  review  of  an  administrative  decision 
by  the  Building  Inspector.  In  this  case,  it  was  the  opinion  of  the  board 
that  the  law  permitted  him  no  action  other  than  the  one  that  he  took. 

All  but  one  of  the  above  cases  were  heard  in  unadvertised  sessions, 
as  the  courses  of  action  were  clearly  indicated  by  the  zoning  ordinance 
and  the  laws  defining  the  authority  and  duties  of  the  board.  In  the 
one  case  where  the  decision  was  a  discretionary  one,  an  advertised 
session  was  held  in  order  that  the  decision  might  be  guided  by  the  feel- 
ings of  the  abuttors  and  the  other  interested  parties. 

It  will  be  the  policy  of  the  board  to  hold  advertised  public  hearings 
on  all  cases  which  are  controversial  or  likely  to  generate  active  public 
interest.

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  year  1964  one  hundred  fifty  seven  complaints  were  answered 
by  this  department. 

The  increase  in  population  and  demand  of  protection  for  persons 
and  property  are  the  cause  of  a  higher  budget. 

Due  to  the  threats  of  rioting  on  Halloween  extra  officers  were  on 
duty  October  30th  and  31st.  A  police  patrol  was  started  at  the  Rock- 
well School  in  November  for  the  safety  of  children  crossing  the  inter- 
section. 

A  base  radio  was  installed  during  1964.  Funds  for  this  were  derived 
from  the  Policemen's  Ball  and  Christmas  basket.  This  makes  four 
mobil  sets  and  one  base  station  in  operation. 

Blue  net  work  telephones  have  been  installed  in  four  homes  of  of- 
ficers to  give  more  efficient  protection.  The  blue  line  number  is 
362-5536.

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REPORT  OF  HEALTH  OFFICER 

There  has  been  the  usual  number  of  reportable  diseases  in  the  town 
none  of  which  has  been  very  serious. 

Your  Health  Officer  has  carefully  checked  the  surveys  for  sanita- 
tion and  the  erection  of  septic  tanks  and  leach  fields  prior  to  the  is- 
suance of  building  permits  and  has  found  them  all  rather  well  in  order. 
In  addition  to  the  42  permits  thus  issued  your  Health  Officer  has  made 
many  personal  inspections  of  sanitary  facilities  and  drainage  problems 
all  with  a  purpose  of  keeping  the  town  cleaner  and  of  preventing  pol- 
lution of  the  streams  flowing  through  the  town.  As  you  all  know  the 
State  and  Federal  Governments  are  working  to  prevent  pollution  of  the 
waters  of  the  country  and  a  survey  has  been  conducted  by  the  New 
Hampshire  Water  Pollution  Commission  in  which  they  found  no  pol- 
lution in  Atkinson  of  the  Little  River  although  considerable  pollution 
was  found  in  the  neighboring  towns. 

Your  Health  Officer  strongly  recommends  your  favorable  vote  on 
the  three  Articles  of  the  Town  Warrant  relating  to  the  Zoning  Ordi- 
nance as  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Public  Health.

The  meeting  was  opened  at  8:00  P.  M.  by  the  Moderator,  Elbridge 
N.  Furber,  with  the  reading  of  the  Warrant. 

The  results  of  an  election  of  School  District  Officers,  held  on  March 
10,  1964  may  be  also  noted  at  this  tune.  This  election  was  part  of  a 
joint  election  for  Town  Officers  held  at  Grange  Hall  in  Atkinson,  New 
Hampshire.  Elected  to  the  following  offices  were:  Elbridge  Furber, 
Moderator;  Allister  MacDonald,  Clerk;  L.  Edna  Wright,  Treasurer; 
Bergeron  Norris,  School  Board  Member;  Gladys  R.  Dyke  and  Edmund 
Little,  Auditors. 

Article  1.  Mr.  E.  Gene  Cote,  as  a  member  of  the  four -town  group 
known  as  the  Timberlane  Cooperative  School  Study  Committee  re- 
ported on  the  progress  that  his  group  has  been  making  toward  an  answer 
for  the  secondary  school  problem.  This  four-town  cooperative  at  the 
present  time  includes:  Atkinson,  Danville,  Plaistow  and  Sandown. 
Mr.  Cote  warned  that  our  town  may  have  but  17  months  in  which  tc 
act.  We  are  faced  with  rapidly  increasing  tuition  charges  and  area 
schools  are  becoming  more  and  more  crowded. 

Article  2.  No  action  necessary  or  taken  in  this  warrant  on  this  arti- 
cle. 

Article  3.  After  a  great  deal  of  discussion  and  offers  of  amend- 
ments, not  carried,  the  original  article  remained  unchanged.  The 
budget  was  reviewed  and  discussed,  item  by  item,  with  the  proviso 
that  the  Attorney  General  be  consulted  on  the  legality  of  item  by  item 
consideration. 

The  sum  of  $220,092.32  was  voted  upon  and  passed. 

Article  4.  This  article  passes  as  read  and  printed,  with  a  majority 
in  favor  and  two  opposed. 

Article  5.    This  article  passes  as  read  and  printed. 

Article  6.  At  this  time,  Mr.  David  J.  Rockwell,  School  Board 
Member,  moved  to  offer  Mr.  Peter  Perri,  outgoing  member  a  rising 
vote  of  thanks  for  his  three  years  of  service  on  the  Board. 

Mr.  Perri,  in  speaking,  urged  the  people  of  the  town  to  attend 
school  board  functions  regularly  through  the  year,  rather  than  making 
it  a  once-a-year  event  at  the  time  of  the  annual  meeting. 

Also,  at  this  time,  Mr.  Rockwell  reported  the  receipt  of  seventy- 
five  dollars,  a  gift,   from  the  Plaistow  Lions  Club.    This  money  is  to 
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be  used  for  Special  Classes.    Also,  at  this  time,  Mr.  Bergeron  Norris, 
new  member  of  the  board  was  introduced. 
The  meeting  adjourned  at  11:15  P.  M.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TIMBERLANE  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  BOARD 

In  the  four  months  since  the  organization  of  the  District  on  Sep- 
tember 19,  1964,  more  board  business  has  transpired  than  Board  Mem- 
bers normally  experience  in  a  full  three-year  term.  This  activity  is 
summarized  here.  The  details  of  school  and  budget  planning  will  be 
discussed  at  hearings  and  compiled  in  a  special  report  prior  to  the  first 
annual  Regional  School  District  meeting.  The  date  of  this  meeting  is 
still  to  be  established.  At  this  time,  it  appears  that  it  will  be  held  in 
late  March,  or  early  April. 

As  of  February  3rd,  nineteen  regular  weekly  Board  meetings,  count- 
less committee  meetings,  and  five  special  Board  meetings  have  been 
held.  The  heaviest  work  load  has  been  on  the  Curriculum,  and  the 
Building  and  Site  Committees  with  their  associated  staff  members.  A 
sequential  listing  of  the  Board  discussions  and  decisions  to  date  follows:

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SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Atkinson: 

I  am  presenting  herewith  my  Ninth  Annual  Report  as  Superintendent 
of  Schools  in  Atkinson.  A  report  from  the  Principal  will  discuss  more 
in  detail  the  activities  of  the  schools.  Statistical  reports  are  listed 
separately. 

PERSONNEL 

Five  teachers  joined  the  Atkinson  School  system  this  current  year. 
They  were:  Mrs.  Geneva  Gwynn,  grade  8,  a  graduate  of  Gorham  State 
College;    Claire  Rossignol,    grade  5,    a  graduate  of  Riviere  College; 
Mrs.  Joan  Lahey,  grade  5,  a  graduate  of  Keene  State  College,  with 
teaching  experience  in  Hampstead,  Salem,  and  Glastonbury,  Conn.; 
Mrs.  Ellen  McMaster,  grade  4,  a  graduate  of  Ohio  State  University; 
Mrs.  Floreen  Babin,  grade  2,  a  graduate  of  Keene  State  College  with 
teaching  experience  in  Hampstead,  N.  H. 
CURRICULUM 

Most  important  in  improving  education  is  a  good  teacher  in  an  un- 
crowded  classroom  We  need  a  curriculum  that  will  meet  the  needs 
of  all  children.  We  must  provide  modern  and  up-to-date  textbooks 
to  help  us  in  this  area.  We  need  various  audio-visual  aids  to  supple- 
ment the  program.  We  need  extra  services  for  the  special  students. 
We  need  supervisory  and  special  help  for  teachers.  We  want  to  teach 
in  an  atmosphere  of  cleanliness  that  is  safe  for  our  children. 

I  am  very  happy  to  say  that  we  have  met  the  above  program  to  a 
marked  degree.  For  this  coming  school  year,  we  will  continue  to 
change  texts  where  needed.  We  are  changing  texts  in  language  arts, 
reading  and  science  and  will  continue  to  expand  our  program  in  mod- 
ern math. 

The  achievement  of  our  children  continues  to  be  above  the  national 
norm.  HOUSING 

We  will  have  an  acute  housing  problem  for  next  year  in  that  we 
will  need  four  more  classrooms.  We  are  short  two  classrooms  this  year 
due  to  increased  enrollments.  The  stage  is  being  used  for  one  class- 
room and  the  auditorium  for  another. 

Two  additional  rooms  will  be  needed  to  handle  the  two  grade-two 
classrooms  and  the  two  grade-six  classrooms  as  they  move  along.  At 
present  we  have  one  grade  three  and  two  grade  fours.  If  the  present 
35-pupil  grade  3  class  increases  in  size,  which  appears  likely,  then  it 
would  be  best  to  split  this  grade  and  utilize  the  present  two  teachers 
and  two  rooms  in  grade  4.  Consequently,  we  will  not  have  an  extra 
room  available. 
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An  addition  should  be  added  to  the  rear  of  the  Academy  School  to 
provide  these  additional  classrooms.  If  construction  of  an  addition  is 
not  voted  this  March  then  rooms  will  have  to  be  rented  and  additional 
transportation  provided  if  the  rentals  are  out  of  town. 

The  big  decision  this  spring  is  the  vote  on  a  new  high  school,  grades 
7  -  12.  You  have  united  with  three  other  school  districts,  namely, 
Danville,  Plaistow  and  Sandown,  to  form  the  Timberlane  Regional 
School  District.  This  decision  was  approved  by  90%  of  the  townspeople 
of  the  four  towns  who  were  present  and  voting. 

The  new  school  will  assure  a  secondary  education  for  your  children. 
It  will  give  you  an  opportunity  to  select  the  curriculum  you  wish.  It 
will  be  a  sound  investment  for  the  future.  You  should  vote  the  new 
school  and  support  the  program  that  will  be  presented. 

The  Planning  Board  and  the  present  Timberlane  School  Board  have 
worked  very  conscientiously  and  very  diligently  to  offer  you  a  full  and 
realistic  educational  program  of  which  you  can  be  justly  proud. 
APPRECIATION 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Atkinson  School  Board, 
Principal  and  teachers  for  their  help  during  the  year.  May  I,  also, 
thank  all  civic  organizations,  parents  and  friends  of  the  children  for 
their  support  and  interest  in  the  activities  of  the  Atkinson  Schools.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Atkinson: 

I  herewith  present  my  thirteenth  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the 
Atkinson  Schools.  It  has  been  a  year  of  many  developments  of  great 
significance  to  the  educational  system  of  this  town.  While  the  forma- 
tion of  the  Timberlane  School  District  was  brought  about  by  the  need 
to  provide  secondary  education  for  the  children  of  this  area,  the  move 
will  certainly  have  an  effect  upon  the  elementary  schools  as  well.  It 
will  be  possible  to  plan  a  program  of  education  from  grade  one  through 
grade  twelve  in  which  all  school  personnel  may  participate  to  provide 
a  continuity  of  education  which  is  important,  but  not  possible,  under 
our  present  system.  A  junior  high  school  large  enough  to  provide  a 
varied  program  with  adequate  facilities  in  such  areas  as  science  and 
industrial  arts  will  give  our  children  a  preparation  for  high  school  com- 
parable to  that  offered  in  larger  communities  or  other  regional  districts. 
It  will  be  important  that  we  maintain  equally  high  standards  in  all  of 
the  elementary  schools  of  the  new  district. 

It  is  difficult  for  us,  as  we  go  about  our  daily  lives,  to  realize  the 
magnitude  of  the  tremendous  changes  which  are  going  on  in  our  world. 
We  hear  more  and  more  of  the  need  to  make  changes  in  our  system  of 
education  to  prepare  children  for  a  world  which  we,  at  this  time,  can- 
not visualize.  We  do  not  know  what  problems  they  will  face  or  what 
specific  skills  they  will  need  to  make  a  living  in  the  future.  It  does 
seem  certain  that  we  must  equip  children  with  the  skills  of  written  and 
oral  language  and  of  mathematics  so  that  they  may  use  these  skills  to 
adjust  to  a  constantly  changing  environment.  We  must  also  increase 
our  efforts  to  develop  attitudes  and  understandings  which  will  help 
every  individual  to  lead  a  happy  and  successful  life  and  to  contribute 
a  part  to  the  betterment  of  the  society  about  him. 

In  reading,  we  continue  to  use  a  basic  reading  series  which  extends 
from  grade  one  through  grade  eight.  This  series  is  supplemented  by 
books  from  other  basic  series  and  a  strong  phonics  system  in  the  lower 
grades.  To  assist  in  correcting  reading  problems  which  some  children 
develop,  we  now  have  a  remedial  reading  teacher  who  works  full  time 
in  this  most  important  area. 

The  modern  mathematics  program  has  been  extended  this  year  so 
that  is  is  used  throughout  the  first  four  grades  and  with  about  half  of  the 
children  in  the  remaining  grades.  This  area,  in  particular,  reflects 
the  great  changes  which  we  anticipate  in  the  future.  We  are  now  more 
concerned  with  children  gaining  a  thorough  understanding  of  mathe- 


;sg 


matics  and  their  ability  to  use  it  creatively  rather  than  with  compu- 
tational skill  which  machines  can  do  more  quickly  and  with  greater 
accuracy  than  we  can  hope  for  from  humans. 

While  there  is  some  good  work  being  done  in  other  areas  of  the  cur- 
riculum such  as  social  studies,  science  and  language,  we  can  expect 
some  exciting  changes  to  take  place  in  these  areas  within  a  few  years. 
Some  interesting  experimental  programs  are  being  tried  out  in  some 
school  systems  and  excellent  new  texts  are  being  written  which  should 
have  a  significant  effect  upon  our  schools  in  the  future. 

Other  important  developments  in  Atkinson  Schools  during  the  past 
year  should  be  noted  here.  Overcrowded  conditions  have  necessitated 
the  transferral  of  the  special  education  class  toPlaistow  and  the  hous- 
ing ofclasses  in  theremedial  readingroom,  which  is  now  on  the  stage, 
and  in  the  all-purpose  room.  This  is  a  quite  undesirable  situation 
which  we  hope  may  be  corrected  as  soon  as  practicable.  A  district 
supported  speech  program  has  been  established  which  may  be  expected 
not  only  to  improve  faulty  speech  but  to  eliminate  some  problems  in 
reading  and  other  areas  which  can  be  caused  by  defective  speech.  The 
principal's  job  has  now  grown  to  be  a  full  time  position  and  thereby 
permits  your  principal  to  direct  all  his  efforts  to  the  duties  of  this  posi- 
tion. 

Many  of  our  services  and  activities  have  been  established  for  at 
least  a  number  of  years  but  perhaps  should  be  mentioned  here,  espe- 
cially for  those  who  are  not  very  familiar  with  our  system.  Specialists 
in  the  areas  of  music,  health  and  handwriting,  as  well  as  in  speech  as 
mentioned  above,  assist  the  classroom  teachers  in  carrying  out  pro- 
grams in  these  fields.  Mr.  Evan  Williams,  our  music  supervisor  for 
several  years,  was  replaced  this  year  by  Mr.  Joseph  DeLuca  who  handles 
grades  4-8  and  Mrs.  Rose  Drohan  in  grades  1-3.  These  people  attempt 
to  develop  in  children  a  greater  appreciation  for  music  through  parti- 
cipation in  avariety  of  music  activites.  Music  for  programs  atChrist- 
mas  and  graduation  is  directed  by  the  music  supervisors.  Last  year  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grade  chorus  participated  in  a  music  festival  in 
Pembroke,  N.  H.  and  also  attended  a  performance  of  the  Boston  Pops 
Orchestra  in  Boston. 

Mrs.  Wanda  Scholl,  nurse-teacher,  spends  1-1/2  days  per  week  in 
the  Atkinson  Schools.  Her  program  includes  vision,  hearing  and  color 
perception  tests,  arranging  for  and  assisting  with  medical  examinations 
in  grades  one,  three,  five  and  seven,  and  checks  of  heights  and  weights. 
She  serves  as  a  resource  person  for  teachers  providing  them  with  films, 
filmstrips  or  other  materials  to  aid  in  their  classroom  health  programs. 
She  also  makes  frequent  home  visits  when  the  need  arises. 
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We  are  now  in  our  fifth  year  with  the  Rinehart  writing  system.  A 
writing  supervisor  visits  each  classroom  periodically  at  which  time 
sample  papers  are  graded  and  instructions  are  given  on  the  lessons  which 
are  to  be  practiced  until  the  next  visit. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  classroom  work,  we  have  attempted  to  carry 
out  a  varied  program  of  worthwhile  activities.  The  sixth  annual 
science  fair  was  held  last  year  with  the  Dyke  Auditorium  filled  with  a 
wide  variety  of  projects.  First  prize  was  won  by  Gretchen  Musselman. 
The  annual  spelling  bee  was  won  by  Glenn  Quinney  who,  representing 
our  school  in  the  Rockingham  County  bee,  finished  second.  A  number 
of  worthwhile  and  enjoyable  field  trips  were  taken  including  short  trips 
to  the  library  and  a  beaver  dam  here  in  Atkinson  and  more  extensive 
trips  to  Concord  and  Lexington  and  Boston.  Graduation  exercises  were 
held  in  June  for  thirty  eighth  grade  pupils.  Music  and  essays  were 
presented  on  the  theme  "American  Government."  P.  T.  A.  scholar- 
ship awards  were  won  by  Karen  Harrower  and  Glenn  Quinney.  The 
Women'sClub  improvement  awardwas  given  toAlden  Hurteau.  Glenn 
Quinney  also  was  presented  with  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution 
Good  Citizenship  Award.  Visiting  Day,  held  during  American  Edu- 
cation Week,  gave  parents  an  opportunity  to  see  classes  in  session. 
Last  spring  children  participated  in  a  tree  planting  ceremony  at  the 
Atkinson  Academy,  sponsored  by  the  Women's  and  Garden  Clubs. 

Other  programs  which  have  been  continued  during  the  past  year  in- 
clude: 

1.  Scheduled  parent -teacher  conferences  in  the  fall  and  spring 

2.  Weekly  sale  of  U.  S.   Savings  Stamps 

3.  A  library  program  for  the  Academy  School  children 

4.  The  school  lunch  program  managed  by  Mrs.  Floyd  Kilburn  and 
assisted  by  Mrs.  Stephen  Bezanson 

5.  A  schedule  of  basketball  and  baseball  games  for  upper  grade 
boys,  coached  by  Louis  Dispenza  and  assisted  by  Roland  Chaput 

Many  individuals  and  groups  contributed  substantially  to  the  im- 
provement of  the  school  program  last  year.  We  are  grateful  to  the 
Women's  and  Garden  Clubs  for  the  school  beautification  project  which 
they  started  last  spring.  The  P.T.A.deserves  much  credit  for  its  many 
activities  including  especially  the  purchase  of  a  control  reader  which 
is  benefitting  the  children  of  Atkinson  both  in  reading  and  mathematics. 
The  concern  of  these  and  other  groups  for  the  education  of  the  children 
of  Atkinson  seems  to  be  indicative  of  the  attitude  of  thepeople  of  this 
town.  There  is  here  a  realization  that  the  future  of  this  town,  state 
and  nation  is  determined  by  the  quality  of  the  education  it  provides 


for  its  children.     With  these  high  ideals  the  outlook  for  high  quality 
education  in  the  Timberlane  School  District  seems  very  favorable. 

To  conclude,  may  I  again  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  school 
board,  administration,  school  staff,  children,  parents  and  friends  of 
our  school  for  their  support  of  and  keen  interest  in  the  schools  of  At- 
kinson.    It  is  a  gratifying  experience  to  work  with  all  of  you.

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YOUR  SCHOOL  BOARD  REPORTS 

This  will  be  the  last  annual  report  of  the  Atkinson  School  Board. 
As  a  result  of  the  vote  at  the  Special  School  District  Meeting,  on  June 
11,  1964,  this  school  district  will  cease  to  exist  on  June  30,  1965.  At 
that  time,  the  School  District  of  Atkinson  will  become  a  part  of  the 
Timberlane  Regional  School  District,  along  with  the  Districts  of  Dan- 
ville, Plaistow  and  Sandown.  The  first  annual  Timberlane  Regional 
School  District  report  will  be  issued  in  February  of  1966. 

This  year  your  Board  established  a  firm  policy  on  traffic  and  park- 
ing on  the  school  grounds.  This  policy  was  established  in  the  interests 
of  fire  and  traffic  safety.  All  citizens  are  urged  to  observe  the  in- 
structional signs.  Remember  that  our  school  population  has  doubled 
in  the  last  six  years,  and  that  the  traffic  has  probably  also  doubled 
during  the  same  period.  Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Selectmen, 
and  the  Chief  of  Police,  a  crossing  guard  is  now  maintained  in  front  of 
the  Rockwell  School. 

As  mentioned  in  last  year's  report,  an  article  to  appropriate  funds 
for  additional  classrooms  was  held  in  abeyance,  pending  conclusion  of 
the  Regional  Planning  Committee  study.  Presently  thirteen  classes  are 
being  held  in  facilities  designed  for  eleven.  Next  year,  fifteen  classes 
are  expected,  and  the  following  year,  with  the  7th  and  8th  grades  in 
a  new  Junior- Senior  High  School,  twelve  classes  are  expected.  The 
new  Timberlane  Regional  School  Board  is  making  plans  to  remedy  this 
situation. 

This  year,  there  is  no  Atkinson  budget  article  in  the  school  meet- 
ing warrant.  Monies  to  operate  the  Academy  and  Rockwell  Schools, 
and  to  pay  tuition  for  the  Atkinson  High  School  students  will  be  part 
of  the  Timberlane  School  Meeting  warrant,  along  with  similar  monies 
for  the  other  schools  in  the  Timberlane  District.  It  is  expected  at  this 
time  that  we  will  close  our  books,  in  this  final  year,  with  a  small  sur- 
plus,  -  -  -  that  is,  if  there  are  no  emergency  expenditures. 

The  long-range  picture  has  not  changed  since  a  year  ago.  The  an- 
nual growth  in  our  town  continues  at  a  10%  rate.  Sixty  percent  of  to- 
day's jobswere  not  even  known  twenty  years  ago.  Consequently,  edu- 
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cation  is  in  a  cycle  of  revolution,  and  development.  The  supply  of 
good  teachers  lags  behind  the  demand.  These  factors  place  a  con- 
tinuing pressure  on  our  budgetary  planning.  Overall,  it  is  readily  ap- 
parent that  the  continued  understanding  and  cooperation  of  all  citizens 
in  the  district,  is  necessary.

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INFORMATION  TO  THE  LAND  OWNERS 
OF  ATKINSON,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

Because  there  is  some  misconception  among  the  citizens  of  Atkin- 
son, New  Hampshire  relative  to  sub-division,  the  following  bit  of  in- 
formation is  offered. 

Sub -division  means  the  division  of  land  for  any  purpose,  whether 
this  land  isback  land  with  the  laying  out  of  new  streets  or  whether  this 
land  is  on  a  public  way  and  is  simply  divided  in  two  or  more  parts,  all 
of  which  are  on  the  accepted  public  way. 

Registration  of  a  sub -division  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds  in  Exeter, 
New  Hampshire,  exposes  the  owner  or  his  agent  to  penalties  ranging 
from  $100  to  $500. 

The  Planning  Board  does  not  wish  to  be  at  all  unreasonable  but  is 
making  an  honest  attempt  to  maintain  the  residential  status  of  the 
Town.  We  realize  that  with  the  proximity  of  Rte  495,  that  there  will 
be  within  the  next  few  years  a  considerable  amount  of  new  dwellings 
within  the  community  and  that  there  should  be  some  control  of  this 
building  boom.
